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t “The following i is the Feport of the pardons granted. dur- 
ing the two years ending September 14th, 1874, respect- 
fally subiiitted for the!information of the Legislature : 2 

‘1, Chartes W. Starr. Douglas county. Assault 
with a dangerous weapon. Sentenced May 14, 1870. Re- 
ceived at the prison May 18, 1870. Term of service, three ` 

i» years in the Penitentiary. Pardoned October 2, 1872, on 
petition of citizens and of the united delegations of Lane ` 
and Douglas counties, in the Legislature, recommended | 
“by the Judge of the Circuit. ‘Court béfore whom the trial ` = 
was had, and by the Prosecuting Attorney who tried the 
cause” ‘Reason :, Good conduct while in prison and, the. 
time of sentence having near ly expired. - 

2. Tuomas A. Warp, (colored). Multnomah county. 
Murder in the second degree, Sentenced July 14, 1871. 
Received at the prison July 17, 1871. Term of service 
in the Pehitentiar y, life. Pardoned November 4, 1872, 
on petition of'56 ‘members of the ‘Legislature of Oregon, 
and‘a large number of citizens of ' Multnömali county. 
Reason :' ‘The crime for which Ward" was “convicted: was 
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éommitted on account of the seduction of an adopted 
daughter under promise of marriage, and under circum- 


stances of great aggravation and while laboring under the’ 


influence of uncontrollable passion, growing out of the 
circumstances of the case. 

3. RoBERT Jenkins. Clackamas County. Sentenced 
on his own confession of an assault with u dangerous weapon, 


“November term, 1872. Pardoned November 9, 1872, 


before confinement in the Penitentiary, on petition of a 
large number of prominent citizens of Clackamas County, 
dgngd also by a majority of the grand jury who found the 
indictrnent in the cause, by the prosecuting witness, 
ofticers and attorneys of the court. Reasons: Prisoner 
was of good moral character and the circumstance acci- 


‘dental. ' 


4. MICHAEL McCormick. Clackamas County. Mur- 
der in the second degree. Sentenced to the Penitentiary 


for life, May 6, 1872. Received May 6, 1872. -Pardoned 


December 18, 1872. Reasons: He was convicted by 


‘the Circuit Court of Clackamas County for an assault upon 


an Indian, whereof the Indian died six weeks after suid 
assault, but by evidence not ae the, jury at the time 
of said conviction it appeared probable that the death of 
said Indian. was chiefly caused by pre-existing disease. 
Said McCormick has a wife who is a cripple, and seriously 
suffering both in body and mind, and since the imprison- 
ment of her husband has beconie a county charge 1 in 
Marion County. 


5. Greoree W. Saxe. Linn county. Assault with a 
dangerous weapon. Sentenced November 3, 1871, to the 
Penitentiary for the term of two years. Received at the 
prison November 4, ‘1871. Pardoned on’ petition of citi-~ 
zens of Linn county, December 18, 1era Reasons: There 
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were many. ‘palliating circumstances, the pardon having - 


been recomended by the Judge, the officers of the court 
and the jury before whom, said. Saxe was tried, and also 
by the prosecuting witness in the case and in considera- 


tion of good conduct during imprisonment. 


- 6, Mapison Brenson. Multnomah county.’ Murder 
in the second degree. Sentenced to the Penitentiary for 
life on the 2d of December, 1864. Received at the Peni- 
tentiary December 3, 1864. Pardoned December- 25, 
1872, on petition of influential citizens of Multnomah 
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county, on ynanimous request of the Legislative’ Assembly ` 
of 1872, of the Judges of. the Supreme’ Court ‘and the 


officers of the court where conviction was had; also on 
petition of large number of ‘the ‘most-distinguished citi- 
zens of the State. Reasons: In consideration of many 
palliating ci cireumstances connected with Bledsoe’s impris- 
onmenit, “of. good conduet, diligence and success in the 
labors of the prison, and his apparent reformation. 

Te a DrLoss. Multnomah county. Forgery. - Sev- 
tenced to the Penitentiary June 22, 1871, for the term of 
three years. Received at the Prison June 25, 1871. Par- 
doned March 3, 1873, on petition of prominent citizens of 
Multnomah county.. Reasons: It was his first offense. On 
trial said- DeLoss proved a good moral character, and, 
since imprisonment, his conduct has been most exemplary. 
His services, to the State have been valuable as a book- 
keeper-and an instructor of his fellow prisoners, 


8. Maurice Graves. Marion county. Forgery. Sen-. 


tencéd March 16; 1872. Term of service two years: Re- 


ceived at the Penitentiary. Marehi 18, 1872. Pardoned.. < 


March 10, 1878, on petition of citizens of Marion ‘county. 


Reasons: He was-a minor, and was’ convicted for forging , 
an order of only eight dollars for the purchaseof a pair of 
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boots. It was his first offense and the sentence of the 
court seemed excessive. His conduct was exemplary 
during imprisonment. . | 

9, Fiutmorr Frazier. Douglas county. Larceny of 
a horse. Sentenced October 18, 1864, to ten years in the 7 
Penitentiary.: Received at the prison October 20, 1864. 
Pardoned March’ .25, 1878, on petition. Reasons: There 
. were no aggravating circumstances. The term of service 
severe—being for larceny of a cayuse horse of ordinary 
value. Conduct good. E 


10. J. D. May. Linn county. Perjury, Sentenced 
for two years April 4,1873. Received atthe Penitentiary 
April 6, 1873. Pardoned May 23, 1873, on petition of 
large number of citizens“ of said Linn county. - Reasons: ” 


os The offense for which: he was convicted was, committed 


while he was in the habit of drinking, and was found 


` guilty on a charge ‘of perjury concerning the selling ’of ` 


liquor on Sunday. In otber respects be was an upright 
citizen. He had a wife and seven small children wholly 
destitute and dependent on his labor for their support and 
their daily. bread.

11. ‘Prestey Hatt. Yamhill County. Manslaughter. 
Sentenced April T, 1869, for ten years. Received at the 
Penitentiary Apiil 19, 1869. Pardoned September 13; 
1873, on large petition of citizens of said Yamhill County. 
Reasons: The circumstances of the commission of the 
offence of which Hall was convicted were peculiar, and 
facts which have come to light since the trial indicate _ 
that he would have been acquitted if shown to the 
jury. He has borne in other respects a uniform good 
character. oo 

12. Wm. McIntire. Wasco County. Murder in the 
second degree. Sentenced on the 10th day of October, 
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1867, for life; to the State Pènitentiary. Received at the 


Prison; October 17, 1867. Pardoned, October 17, 1873, 
on petition of many prominent citizens. Reasdn f Good’ 


conduct. There were circumstances mitigating: the case 


which, if established, would: have secured an acquittal. 


The youth of the prisoner at the time of his conimittal to 
prison was taken into consideration. 

13. Jurus- Werner. Jackson County. Larceny. 
Sentenced Décember 2, 1871, for four‘and one half years. 
Received at the Patona -December 7, 1871. Par- 
doned, October 27, 1873, on petition. Reasons: A state- 
ment was filed by Judge P. P. Prim, before whom said 


Werner was tried, that” before the commission of the- 


offense Werner had been well disposed, and that he was 
led into the the commission of the crime by association with 
bad companions, and if these facts had come to the notice 
of the Court upon the trial, the said ‘Justice would have 
sentenced him to a shorter term of service in the Peniten- 


tiary. ~ z s 


14. Inpranw Jim Kırg. Linn County. Manslaughter. 
Sentenced for ten years, November 3, 1871.- Received at 


the Penitentiary November 4, 1871. Pardoned October ` 


22, 1873, on petition. Reasons: Said Kirk’ previous to 
the killing for which he was imprisoned, had borne a good 
character for peace and industry, and there being circum- 
stances not presented before the Court on trial showing a 
case of self defense.

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15. Barton Warre. Benton doimiy: Larceny. Sen- 


tenced July 10, 1873. Term of service in the Peniten- 
tiary, one year. Received at the, Prison July 13, 1873. 
Pardoned October 28, 1873, on petition of prominent citi- 
zens of Benton County, including eleven of the jurors and 


the clerk of the Court which~tried ‘the cause. Reasons:

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White was a minor under 17 years of age. It was'his . 


first offense, and he wag incarcerated a period of time 


before trial where he contracted a pulmonary disease, . 


which, according to the certificate of the Prison Physician, 
would terminate in death unless relieved: ~ 

16. Tuomas Brown. Jackson County. Arson. Sen- 
tenced for the term of five years, November 26, 1870. 
Received at the Pénitentiary December 2, 1870. Pardoned 


February 21, 1874, on petition of over 2,500 influential - 


and responsible ‘citizens of; Jackson and other counties, 
who, upon the'statement of the facts by the Judge who 
presided at the trial, and by the Prosecuting Attorney 


who conducted the cause on behalf of the ,Siate, give it’ 


as their opinion that owing to the circumstantial character 
of the evidence and the fucts in the case, they believe the 
said Brown should be released from prison by Hxeentive 
pardon, three- fourths of his sentence having already ex- 
pired. 


17. Dante, Conway., Yamhill County. Assault with 


intent to kill. .Sentenced December 2,.1872. Term of’ 


service in the Penitentiary, three years. Received at the 
/Prison, December 23, 1872. Pardoned April 6, 1874, on 
petitian of influential citizens of Yamhill and Marion 


Counties; also signed by seven of the jurors who tried the 


cause. A statement was filed by the Prosecuting Attor- 
ney who represented the State, recommending Executive 
clemency and showing that there was no deliberation or 
premeditation on the part of Conway at the time of com- 
mitting the assault. The statement of the Judge showed 
Conway not to be a bad man at heart, and that the ends 
of justice in this case had been aru! subserved by 
the punishment already inflicted. 


18. 8. T. Gosa. Columbia oami Wailea: Ben- ’ 
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tenced to the PAA Apil 16; 1874, for ‘thes term of 
one year. Received at the Penitentiary. April 18, 1874:° 


Pardoned May-8, 1874, on petition of many prominent- 


and influential citizens of said Columbia county. - Reasons: 
There was grave doubt in the minds of the citizens ot 
said county as to his guilt. Ten of the jurors in the case 
and the attorney who prosecuted the same joined in the 
petition for executive clemency. . For twenty-two years

Gosa had borne a'good character in Columbia county, where `= 


he had resided for that period. He was fifty-nine years of 
age, and, the charge against him was that- of adultery 
unsupported by evidence, except by the single witness 
affected, by the char ge. 


19. Ezra Scovitiz. Polk county.” eee with a 
dangerous W weapon. Sentenced December 4, 1873. Term 
of service six nfggths. Received December 8, 1873, at 
the» Penitentiary. “Pardoned May 9, 1874, on petition of 
influential citizens of Polk county. Reasons: Said ¢on- 
viction was had on account of an assault, and the assaulted. 
party has filed his wr itten statement assenting to Executive 
clemeney, which is concurred i in by the judge who pre- 
sided at the trial. The circumstances'of the case indicate 
sufficient punishment for the offense, and said Scoville 
had a suit in the Circuit Court of Polk county, involving 
all of his property, needing his immediate attention. He 
is an old man and past labor. 


20. MARK: Horrman. Washington county. Hmbezzle- > | 


ment of school money, ” Sentenced to the Penitentiar y for 
one year, June 2, 1874. Received. at the prison June 9, 
1874, Pardoned July 29,1874, on petition of citizens of. - 
Washington-county. Reasons: He was convicted for the 
embezzlement of school moneys of School District No. 2, > 
Washington county, and the petition for clemency was: 
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signed by all of the grand and petit jurors connected with 
the trial, and sets forth “that the district loses nothing on. 
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. account of his conduct, and that we believe his dela nei: 


cies occurred more from negligence and carelessness than 
from willful intent to defraud.’

1. Isaac Buran. Polk county. Maliciously killing 


a hog, the property of another. Fined fifty dollars and 
costs, at the November term, 1872, of the Circuit Court 


“for Polk county, Fine and forfeiture remitted December 


y 


14, 1872, on petition of prominent citizens of said Polk 
county, representing Butan to be an bd man, infirma 
Frenchman by birth, unable to speak our language, and 
not acquainted with our laws at the time the offense was 
committed. He was very poor, and, the father of twelve 
living children who were depending upon him for support. — 


2. O. H. Surm. Marion county. Selling liquor to a 
minor. Sentenced to pay a fiue of $100. Fine remitted 
September 4, 1873, on petition of citizens of said Marion — 
county. Reasons: Mr. Osborn, the minor-to whom the 
liquor was sold, was working on his own responsibility in 
a printing office in Salem, and his appearance would indi- 
‘eate his age to be more than eighteen years. 


3. J. C. Apxins. Marion county. Selling liquor to a 
minor, Sentenced to pay a fine of $100. Fine remitted 


September 4, 1873, on petition of citizens of said Marion 
Lz! 


‘county. Reasons: Mr. Wm. Osborn, the minor to 
whom the liquor was sold, was working in a printing office

in Salem, on‘his own responsibility, and his ‘appearance 
would indicaté his age to be more than eighteen years. 

4, fames SQUIRES. Tillamook County. Assault witk.. 
a deadly weapon. Sentenced to -pay a fine of $100 or 
be confined-in prison for the period of fifty ‘days. Said ’ 
Squires was imprisoned for non-payment of fine and costs. 
He having served out the term which cancelled his fine, 
was released from imprisonment on account of costs, 
because the Supreme Court had: decided that legally the 
costs were no part of the penalty and- constituted :no 
grounds for further imprisonment. Released September 
30, 1873. S 


‘5. Wa. Marsuatt. . Marion County. Larceny. Con- | 


victed in Recorder’s Court in Salem, August 25, 1873, and 
sentenced to three months’ imprisonmeut in the County 
Jail. > Released - from jail and fine remitted October 23, 
1873, on “recommendation of the Recorder that the sen- 
tence was too sevegp and that the said Marshal had served 
out a sufficient vapa of his time to atone for the- crime. 
The County Judge also concurr ed in the statement. of the 
Recorder. ` 


6. WARRÈN GIBSON. Marion County. An. assault. 


Sentenced at the Magch term of the Circuit Court for’ 


Marion County to pay afine of fifty dollars and costs. 
Fine only remitted March 12, 1874, on recomméndation of 
all the jutors who tried the cause, of the Prosecuting 
Attorney who tried the case, and of the Judge: who pre- 
sided at the trial. These recommendations tended to 


show that, while the law had been violated, there had ` 


been such extreme circumstances of provocation as to call 
for Executive clemency in the case. 


T. Jonn Jones., Douglas County. ‘Obstructing a high- 
way. Sentenced to pay a fiue of $250 and costs. Fine 
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only -remitted July 3, 1874, on statement of County 
Judge of said Douglas County, that the controversy had 
beci satisfactorily settled with the county ; that, the pro- 


- ceedings were conducted by said Jones for, the purpose 


of establishing what he thought his rights, and that sub: ` 


stantial justice would be done by remission of the penalty.’ 
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
